Nova Scotians should 
brace themselves for an 
unwelcome guest arriving 
late this weekend. 

But meteorologists still 
don’t know just how over¬ 
bearing hurricane Bill will 
be when he blows through 
Nova Scotia late Sunday or 
Monday. 

“ft will lose some intensi¬ 
ty by the time it gets here; 
the question is just how 
much,” Bob Robichaud of 
the Atlantic Storm Predic¬ 
tion Centre in Dartmouth 
said yesterday. 

By mid-afternoon yester¬ 


day, Environment Canada 
was predicting Bill would 
slow to a Categoiy 1 storm, 
but still bring with it heavy 
rain and winds when it’s 
offshore of the province. 

Hurricane Bill was a 
strong Categoiy 4 storm 
late yesterday churning 
about 2,700 kilometres 
southeast of Bermuda, Ro¬ 
bichaud said. 

He said when hurricane 
Juan hit Nova Scotia in Sep¬ 
tember 2003, it was ranked 
as a Category 2 storm, just 


on the threshold of being 
Categoiy 1. 

Bill Lawlor, regional di¬ 
rector of disaster manage¬ 
ment for the Canadian Red 
Cross, said residents 
should always be ready for 
extreme weather but 
added “since Bill is right on 
our doorstep, we might 
want to prepare for him.” 

“A lot of complacency ex¬ 
ists along our coastal com¬ 
munities, as we experi¬ 
enced during hurricane 
Juan,” he pointed out yes¬ 


terday. “We want to make 
sure that people heed the 
warnings and pay veiy 
close attention to the local 
authorities with respect to 
what may be happening 
with the winds.” 

Lawlor said households 
should start planning for 
Bill now, which includes 
packing an emergency kit 
that will last for at least 
three days, with supplies 
such as water, non-perish¬ 
able food, a first-aid kit, a 
flashlight and a radio. 

“We will be placing all of 
our teams on standby 
throughout Atlantic Cana¬ 
da, regardless of wherever 
Bill may or may not hit,” 
he added.

been using about 10 mil¬ 
lion litres of water more 
per day this week than 
they were even in the 
week before, according to 
Carl Yates, general manag¬ 
er of Halifax Water. But 


he’s got no worries. 

“You know as well as I do 
June and July were ex¬ 
tremely wet. So we started 
the month of August with 
our lakes, our main source 
of supply, very full,” he 
said. “We’re certainly go¬ 
ing to be OK, I think.” 

This week the city 
pumped about 150 million 
litres of water per day to 
residents, up from 140 mil¬ 
lion per day last week. 
Yates said the water system 
has very good capacity to 


begin with so the lakes be¬ 
ing “chock-a-block full” 
just adds more help. 

Still, Yates recommends 
people minimize their wa¬ 
ter use by watering their 
lawns early in the morning 
or after supper, rather 
than midday when much 
of it goes to waste. 

Temperatures again hov¬ 
ered around the 30 C mark 
through HRM yesterday. 
Environment Canada’s 
forecast for today calls for 
more of the same.

The National Parole 
Board has ruled that Drap¬ 
er, who was sentenced ear¬ 
lier this year to two years 
in federal prison for scam- 
ming investors out of more 
than $330,000, is eligible 
for accelerated parole. 

That means she could be 


out of jail by late this 
month, depending on 
when a bed opens up at a 
halfway house, the board 
says. 

“In accordance with leg¬ 
islation, you are a first¬ 
time federal offender who 
meets criteria for acceler¬ 
ated parole review,” the Ju¬ 
ly 29 decision reads. 

“You are not known to 
aggressively behave, use 
weapons or use threats to 
achieve desired results. 

“The board is mindful of 
your several victims who 
have suffered greatly from 


the results of your criminal 
activities,” it continues. 
“Nevertheless ... the board 
is satisfied that there are 
no reasonable grounds to 
believe that, if released, 
you are likely to commit 
an offence involving vio¬ 
lence.” 

Draper, 59, pleaded 
guilty to 11 charges of 
theft and fraud in January, 
but eight other charges 
were dismissed. Special 
conditions on her early re¬ 
lease include that she must 
not associate with known 
criminals or victims.

Fido ads encourage people 
to toss landline telephones 


In a display of bravado, 
boasts and a flexing of 
military might, Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper has 
vowed to stand up to 
nations already “probing” 
Canada’s north. 

And Harper himself was 
leading the charge yester¬ 
day as he took the controls 
of a Sea King helicopter, 
took the helm of a subma¬ 
rine as it slipped below the 
icy waters of Frobisher Bay 
and promised that Canada 
would protect its northern 
interests. 

With melting sea ice 
opening up northern sea 
lanes, Harper himself said 
the strategic value of the 
Arctic region has never 
been greater. 

“We must never forget 
that just as the eyes of 
southern Canadians gaze 


northward, so too do those 
beyond our borders,” Harp¬ 
er said yesterday morning 
during a visit to the frigate 
HMCS Toronto as it cruised 
the waters south of Iqaluit. 

It’s a message Harper has 


delivered before. But never 
with such a backdrop of 
military hardware to drive 
home his point of safe¬ 
guarding the northern ter¬ 
ritory. 

Sailing on Frobisher Bay,

Karzai defiant on vote 

Afghan president says Taliban will fail to ruin election

Taliban fighters will not 
wreck Afghanistan’s presi¬ 
dential election, President 
Hamid Karzai said hours 
before polls opened, after 
fighters clashed with 
police in the centre of Kab¬ 
ul and threatened to shut 
the country’s roads. 

“I hope that our country¬ 
men, millions of them will 
come and vote for country’s 
stability, for the country’s 
peace, for the country’s 
progress,” Karzai said last 
night after a small ceremo¬ 
ny for the country’s Inde¬ 
pendence Day holiday. 

“Enemies will do their 
best, but it won’t help.” 

Earlier yesterday, gun¬ 
men stormed a bank build¬ 
ing in central Kabul and bat¬ 
tled police for hours in 
what the Taliban said was 
one of many attacks it had 
planned for the capital. 

The brazen early morn¬ 
ing raid was the third major 
attack in Kabul in five days, 
shattering the calm in a city 
which had been secure for 
months but is now tense 
and dotted with check¬ 
points. 

Polls show Karzai leading 


but likely to fall short of the 
outright majority needed to 
avoid an October run-off, af¬ 
ter his main challenger, ex- 
foreign minister Abdullah 
Abdullah, ran a stronger 
than expected campaign. 

Violence could raise the 
chance of a run-off by sup¬ 
pressing turnout in south¬ 
ern areas where Karzai 
draws his support — or 
even jeopardize the legiti¬ 
macy of the poll altogether. 

In southern Kandahar 
province — Karzai’s home 
and the birthplace of the 
Taliban — two election 


workers were killed in a 
bomb blast, an election offi¬ 
cial said. 

Fearing more election-re¬ 
lated violence, officials in 
Kandahar city said they 
would close roads to normal 
traffic for today’s poll, al¬ 
lowing only election work¬ 
ers and observers, vehicles 
transporting voters, and the 
media to travel freely. 

In a statement on a Tal¬ 
iban website, the Islamist 
group said 20 suicide 
bombers had infiltrated the 
capital, preparing attacks to 
thwart the election, reuters 



Iraq suffers deadliest day of '09 


terror A series of blasts in 
Baghdad killed 95 people 
and wounded 536 in Iraq’s 
bloodiest day this year, 
prompting a rare admission 
of culpability from Iraqi se¬ 
curity forces struggling to 
cope without U.S. help. 

At least six blasts struck 
near government ministries 
and other targets at the 
heart of Iraq’s Shiite-led ad¬ 
ministration, weeks after 
U.S. combat troops with¬ 
drew from urban centres in 
June, thrusting Iraq’s securi¬ 
ty forces into the lead role. 


People killed 
in six separate 
attacks in Iraq 
yesterday. 

“We must face the facts. 
We must admit our mis¬ 
takes, just as we celebrate 
our victories,” Defence Min¬ 
istry spokesman Major Gen¬ 
eral Mohammed al-Askari 
told a group of U.S. and 
Iraqi military officials yes¬ 
terday. 

His comments echoed 
earlier remarks by Bagh¬ 


dad’s security spokesman, 
Maj.-Gen. Qassim al-Mous- 
sawi. 

“This operation shows 
negligence, and is consid¬ 
ered a security breach for 
which Iraqi forces must 
take most of the blame,” 
Moussawi told Iraqiya state 
television. 

The sectarian war that hit 
Iraq after the 2003 U.S. inva¬ 
sion has abated and Iraq cel¬ 
ebrated the restoration of 
its sovereignty in June 
when U.S. troops withdrew 
from cities. reuters 



UN criticizes Afghan law 


women’s rights A new fam¬ 
ily law ratified by Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai 
last month falls short of 
his country’s international 
commitments on women’s 
rights and should be re¬ 
vised quickly, the United 
Nations said yesterday. 

President Hamid Karzai, 
who approved the law ear¬ 
lier this year, was forced to 
review the decision after 
the law, on family rights 
for the country’s Shiite mi¬ 
nority, drew wide condem¬ 


nation over its harsh pro¬ 
visions on women. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama called the law “ab¬ 
horrent.” 

The law says women 
should satisfy their hus¬ 
band’s sexual appetites, an 
article which critics have 
said could be used to justi¬ 
fy marital rape and which 
provoked an outcry from 
Afghanistan’s Western al¬ 
lies and rights groups 
around the world.

My girlfriend’s teenaged 
kids all started out Face- 
book friends with her, but 
soon realized the implica¬ 
tions of having your mom 
privy to certain colourful 
details. 

Two of three have since 
ditched her, and she was 
actually relieved to be out 
of the loop.

book, which strikes me as

The third season of TV se¬ 
ries Mad Men premiered 
this Sunday; in it, the staff 
at ad agency Sterling Coop¬ 
er is jettisoned into 1963. 

Oh, what a year it turns 
out to be: Housewives 
awaken from domestic stu¬ 
por when The Feminine 
Mystique is published; 
Camelot tumbles; singer 
Sam Cooke writes his icon¬ 
ic song A Change is Gonna 


Come, about simmering 
racial tension in the South. 

Mad Men, a show its cre¬ 
ator Matthew Weiner has 
said is feminist, signals the 
third season’s tone in the 
opening minutes, when 
Sterling Cooper’s lone 
male secretary mutters, 
“This place is a gynocracy.” 

Though Manhattan was 
a man’s world, the 
woman’s life is well-ex¬ 
plored: they’re passed over 
for jobs; pre-marital sex 
makes them “strumpets”; 
men rape them; they con¬ 
sider abortions. 

Consider Christina Hen¬ 
dricks’ account of how 
viewers reacted to her 
character Joan’s rape: “Peo¬ 
ple say things like, Well, 


you know that episode 
where Joan sort of got 
raped?’ Or they say rape 
and use quotation marks 
with their fingers ... It illus¬ 
trates how similar people 
are today, because we’re 
still questioning whether 
it’s a rape.” 

I chuckled when Joan 
shows the new-girl secre¬ 
tary Peggy to her type¬ 
writer. “It looks complicat¬ 
ed, but the men who de¬ 
signed it made it simple 
enough for a woman to 
use,” she assures her. 

Mad Men was set in a 
world on the cusp of 
change, edging its way to 
free love, desegregation 
and violent war — but they 
clung, and still we cling, to 


antiquated notions. Every 
generation has its revolu¬ 
tion, and ours is now. It’s 
Afghanistan, where a law 
was passed that allows 
men to starve their wives 
for denying them sex. It’s a 
Carleton student, who is 
suing her school after it al¬ 
legedly implied she was 
“asking for” a sex assault 
by working late at night in 
a secluded lab. It’s women 
being interrogated before 
an abortion. 

Mad Men is a mirror, and 
if we look into it, we will 
see that our turmoil is as it 
always has been.

Young winger plans to stick around

Alex Lemieux has been 
here before — but this 
year, he’s planning to stick 
around longer than two 
days.

at its visual best, whether 
it be occupied by a tenant 
or vacant, according to 
Ryan Schwerdtner, man¬ 
aging director of 
Viewit.ca, a leader in on¬ 
line apartments for rent 
classifieds. Landlords mis¬ 
takenly show a unit just 
the way it is — leaving its 
appeal up to the imagina¬ 
tion of the prospective 
tenant. 

Cleaning up the proper¬ 
ty before presenting it al¬ 
lows renters to see both 
the space and the possibil¬ 
ities of what they are rent¬ 
ing. That can also be facili¬ 
tated with professionally- 
taken photos, which 
Viewit.ca does for free, 


and with handouts given 
at a showing. 

second: People live in 
neighbourhoods and com¬ 
munities. Highlight the 
unit as well as the area 
and street. Highlight the 
neighbourhood’s ameni¬ 
ties, including schools, 
places of worship, recre¬ 
ational areas, shopping 
and eateries — these are 
all important factors in a 
prospective tenant's mind, 
and are often the differ¬ 
ence between signing on a 
tenant and losing them. 

Also stay current with 
market demand for the 
type of unit you’re renting 
and price it fairly. 

finally: Find the best 
tenant who not only likes 
your property, but also 
has a demonstrated histo¬ 
ry of being the type of ten¬ 
ant you want. Check their 
credit. Check their refer¬ 
ences and check their 
renting history, which al¬ 
ways gives a good indica¬ 
tion of the future de¬ 
meanour of your tenant

The ins and outs 
of caveat emptor

t least once a 
week, I get a call 
from someone 
who has 
purchased a 
home and has discovered a 
problem that was not 
known on closing. 

It would be extremely 
frustrating to discover a 
major defect in a house 
soon after purchasing it. 
Most of the callers will ask 
about suing the previous 
owner, sighting the fact the 
problem was never 
disclosed. 

However, we rarely pur¬ 
sue claims against previous 
owners as it is the purchas¬ 
er’s responsibility to 
inspect the property and 
evaluate its condition. 

A claim cannot be made 
in relation to a defect that 
should have been 
discovered during an 
inspection. This flows from 
the basic legal doctrine of 
“Caveat Emptor” or “Let 
the Buyer Beware.” 

The law distinguishes be¬ 
tween Patent Defects and 
Latent Defects. Defects that 
would be identified during 
a basic inspection, such as a 
broken window, are consid¬ 
ered to be Patent Defects. 
Sellers are not obliged to 
advise buyers of these 
defects and buyers can’t 
complain about them if 
they were not discovered 
during an inspection. 

Latent Defects are defects 
that are not easily 
identified during a basic in¬ 
spection of a property, such 
a rotting wood under roof 
shingles. It is often the case 
that neither the seller nor 
the buyer will know of a 
problem on the closing 
date. In this scenario, the 
buyer would not be entitled 
to compensation and 
would, unfortunately, have 
to accept the property as it 
is. 

However, if the seller de¬ 
liberately conceals a defect 
— say if the seller covered a 
crack in a basement wall — 
caveat emptor does not ap¬ 
ply-

INGREDIENTS: 

• 3 tbsp (45 ml) butter 

• 1 medium-size yellow 
onion, finely chopped 

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) minced 
parsley 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) all-pur¬ 
pose flour 

• 1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 

• 1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) ground

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) plain or 
seasoned fine dry bread

METHOD: 

In small pot, melt butter 
over moderate heat. Add 
onion and cook 5 minutes 
or until tender. Stir in pars¬ 
ley. In small bowl, com¬ 
bine flour, salt and 
cayenne pepper. Stir into 
mixture in pot. Cook 1 
minute or until bubbly. 
Add chicken broth and 
milk. Cook, stirring con¬ 
stantly, until mixture 


starts to thicken. Cook and 
stir 2 minutes more or un¬ 
til thickened. 

Pour mixture into large 
bowl. Stir in ground chick¬ 
en and 1/3 cup (75 ml) 
bread crumbs. Cover and 
refrigerate 1 hour. With 
hands, shape 1/4 cup (50 
ml) of mixture into 3/4- 
inch (2-cm) thick patty. Re¬ 
peat with remaining mix¬ 
ture to form total of 8 pat¬ 
ties. 

Preheat oven to 375 
F(190 C). Place egg in shal¬ 
low dish. Place 1/2 cup (125 
ml) bread crumbs on sheet 
of wax paper. Coat patties 
with bread crumbs, then 
dip in egg and coat again 
with crumbs. Arrange pat¬ 
ties in lightly greased shal¬ 
low baking pan. Bake 25 to 
30 minutes or until patties 
are golden and heated 
through.
